This  day  wee  pafTcd  over  a  branch  belonging  to 
Blackwater  lake,  running  South  eaft  intoChan>an  Rivcrj 
at  that  place  wee  were  forced  to  unlade  our  Carria- 
ges by  reafon  of  the  great  raines  lately  fallen,  which 
otherwife  is  very  paffable  for  foot,being  firm  gravelly 
ground  in  the  bottome,  and  lieth  from  Fort  Henrj  20. 
miles^and  fome  ii.milesfrom  this  place  we  travelled 
unto  a  deepe  River  called  the  Nonaway  Creeke  feme 
loo.paces  over  fandy  bottomes(&  witha  little  labour 
may  be  made  paffeable ;  unto  a  Nottawaj  Town  liyng 
fome  two  miles  from  the  River.  Hither  we  came 
within  night,  and  by  reafon  of  our  fuddaine  approach 
and  hallowing  of  Robert  Fanner  krsmt  to  Mr.  Bhnd^ 
the  Inhabitants  ran  all  away  into  the  Woods  ,  with, 
their  Women  and  Children  ;  therefore  by  us  it  was 
named  Farmers  Chafe.  After  our  arrival!  there  with^ 
ina  fmall  fpaceof  time  ont Indian  man  appcarcd^^nd 
finding  of  us  peaceable,  and  the  white  flag  bore  be- 
fore us  by  our  Guide  wliom  they  knew ,  he  made  z

hallow  and  the  reft  came  m  from  their  fculking  holes 
like  fo  many  timerous  Hares ,  and  (hewed  us  what 
curtefie  they  could.  About  two  houres  after  came  to 
us  Oseocker  elder  brother  to  Chounterounte  one  of  the 
Nottarpay  Kings,  who  told  us  that  his  brother  chounte- 
rounte 5  and  other  of  the  Nottanpay  Kings  would  come 
io  us  next  day  by  Noone  y  and  that  the  day  before 
chounterounte  and  all  his  men  had  been  a  hunting,and 
it  hapned  that  chounterounte  had  fhot  one  oi  his  bro- 
thers in  the  leg,  and  that  thereupon  he  was  gone 
downewards.  We  ftayed  untill  next  day  at  Noone 
but  he  came  not ,  and  then  we  journyed  unto  the 
Townc  belonging  unto  Oyeocker  ^who  kindly  invited 
us  thither ,  and  told  us  he  thought  that  chounterounte 
would  meet  us  there  ,  and  alfo  of  his  owne  accord 
proflFered  us  to  be  our  guide  whithcrfoever  we  went. 
The  Land  generally  to  this  Towne  is  Champion,  ve- 
ry rich,  and  the  Towne  fcituate  in  a  rich  levcll,  well 
timbered,  watered,and  very  convenient  for  Hogs  and 
Cattle. 

^ugufk  28.  Wejournied  with  our  new  entertain- 
ed CmAc  Oyeocker  ^  lying  betweene  South,  and  South 
and  by  Weft^  from  the  firft  Towne  upon  a  very  rich 
levell  of  Land:  fixteen  miles  from  this  place  we  came 
unto  the  River  Penna  Mount,  being  another  branch  of 
ChavpanVCivtY^ci^i miles  on  the  South  fide  it  hath  ve- 
ry rich  Land  and  Corn-fields  on  both  fides  the  River, 
and  is  about  fonie  ipo.  paces  wide,  and  runs  out  with 
dbowes:  at  the  place  of  our  paflkge  over  this  River  to 
this  fecond  Towne  is  (hallow  upon  a  Sandy  Point,and 
with  a  very  little  labour  may  be  made  paffeable 
lv>th  for  foot  afld  horfc,  or  any  Carnage  by  Land, 

or 


orpcntatervvith  fraall  Boats,  and  lotne  two  miles 
higher  there  is  a  found  palTagc  no  deeper  then  a  mans 
ancklc  :  Within  night  came  chounterounte  unto  our 
Quarters  frowning ,  and  with  a  countenance  noting 
much  difcontent ,  downe  he  fets ,  and  lookes  about 
him,  falutes  the  Englifh  with  a  fcornefuU  pofture, 
and  then  our  Appamattack  Guide,  and  tels  him,  I  am 
forry  for  thee   friend,  thou  wiltbeknockt onthe 
head  ^  after  this  fome  paufe  was  made  before  any 
difcourfe,  expeding  the  Englifh  would  begin,  but 
finding  us  flow, he  thus  fpake :  There  was  a  fVaimakc 
Inclian  told  him  that  there  was  an  Englilhman  a 
Cockarous  hard  by  Captaine  F/oorf^ ,  gave  this  Indian 
Bells ,  and  other  "petty  truck  to  lay  downe  to  the  Tus- 
karood  King ,  and  would  have  hired  him  to  have  gone 
with  him ,  but  the  jVMnoakes  being  doubtfuU  what  to 
doe,  went  to  Captaine  Floodiot  advice,  who  advifed 
them  not  to  go ,  for  that  the  Governour  would  give 
no  licence  to  go  thither  ;   heereupon  chounterounte 
was  by  us  queftioned,  when  and  who  it  was  that  had 
told  him  fo,  &  if  he  did  know  that  fr^/>«?^^  Indian, to 
^which  he  anfwered  doubtfully  ,  and  demanded  of  us 
whither  we  did  intend  to  go  ^  we  told  him  the  TuskA- 
roodKm^  had  envited  us  to  trade,  and  our  Governour 
had  ordered  us  to  go,  and  fpeake  with  an  Englifhman 
amongft  them,  and  to  enquire  for  an  Englifh  woman 
caft  away  long  fince,  and  was  amongft  thofe  Nations* 
chounterounte  ^tti\N2LAQ:di  US  to  go  no  further,  alleadg- 
ing  there  was  no  Englifh  there,  that  the  way  wa$ 
long  J  for  paflage  very  bad  by  rcafon  of  much  raine 
that  had  lately'tallen ,  and  many  rotten  Marrifhcs 
and  Swampps  there  was  to  pafleovcr,  in  fine  vft

found  hinij  and  all  his  men  very  unwilling  we  (hould 
so  any  further  3  but  we  told  thcnijthat  let  the  waies 
and  paffagcs  be  never  fo  bad,  we  were  rcfolved  to  go 
through^  and  that  we  were  not  afraid  of  him  nor  his 
Nation,  nor  any  other,  for  wc  intended  no  injury^and 
that  wemuftgo,  for  we  were  commanded  by  our 
Kins ;  thefe  words  caufed  chcunteroun'e  to  ajfmiulatc 

.  a  feare  in  hiscountenance,and  after  delivery  of  him- 
felfcjat  our  going  away  next  day,when  we  had  moun- 
ted our  Horfes,  chounterounte  came  privately  unto  us, 
and  in  a  moftferious  manner  intimating  unto  usjthac 
he  loved  us ,  and  our  Nation ,  and  that  he  lively  ap- 
prehended our  danger,  and  that  our  fafcty  concerned 
him,  for  if  any  accident  hapned  othcrwife  then  good 
to  us,  he  fhould  be  fufpefted  to  have  a  hand  in  it,  and 
withall  wiftied  us  to  go  no  further ,  for  that  he  cer- 
tainly knew  that  the  Nations  ^ve  were  to  go  through 
would  make  us  away  by  treachery^we  anfwered  him, 
that  we  were  not  afraid  to  be  killed,  for  that  any  one 

^  rf  us  were  able  to  dcale  with  forty  through  the  pro- 
tciftion  of  our  great  God,for  we  were  commanded  by 

our  King, 

•  jiu^ufl  19.  We  travelled  from  this  fccond  Town 
to  Maharinecky  eight  miles  upon  barren  Champion 
Lands,  and  fix  miles  further  is  a  branch^ that Tunncs 
South  weft,with  rich  Lands  upon  it^  and  from  thence 
fome  fixe  miles  further ,  is  a  Brooke  fomc  hundred 
paces  over,  and  runncs  South  and  a  little  to  the  Weft, 
on  both  fides  of  the  Greek  :  for  fowre  miles  or  there- 
aboutSjisvcry  rich  Lands,well  Timbered  and  Wate- 
red, and  large  dry  Meadowes ,  South  and  by  Weft : 
V*viu  ^his  Creckc  is  another,  fomc  eight  miles off^ 
'^^    -    "  "  that

that  opens  it  fclfcinto  divers  fmdl  Guts,    made  by 
the  inundation  of  Frellies  of  Waters  ;.and  the  paf- 
fage  lies  fome  two  hundred  paces  from  the  Path, 
and  this  Creek  is  Ibme  ten  miles  from  AUharinecke 
Towne,  and  was  by  us  named  Newcomhs  Forreft..  It 
wasnight  when  ween cped  ivxo  Maharineci ^  where 
we  found  a  Houfe  ready  made  for  us  of  Matts ;  and 
Corne  ftalkcs  layd  in  feverali  places  for  our  Horfcs, 
the  Inhabitants  ftanding,  according  to  their  cuftome, 
to  greet  us :  and  after  fome  difcourfe  with  their  jver- 
romance ,  a  Youth ,  to  whom  wee  prefented  feverali 
gifts,  wc  certified  them  the  caufe  of  our  comming 
was  to  Trade  in  way  of  friendfhip ,  and  defired  the 
great  men  that  what  Wares  or  Skins  the  Town  did  ^ 
afford,  might  be  brought  to  our  Quarters  next  mor- 
ning 5  and  alfoa  meafurc  for  Romoak  ,  which  they 
promifed  {bould  be  done ,  and  fo  left  us  to  our  felves 
awhile,  untill  wee  had  refrcfhed  our  felves  with  fuch 
provifions  as  they  had  fet  before  us,  in  moft  plenti- 
ful! maner  5  and  afterwards  the  great  men  and  Inha- 
bitants came,  and  performed  divers  Ceremonies,anc 
Dancings  before  us ,  as  they  ufe  to  doe  to  their  grea  : 
Emperour  Apschancam^  when  they  entertain  him  m 
moil  folemne  maner  and  friendfhip, 

August  30.  Being  wearied  with  our  laft  dayes  tra- 
vel), we  continued  at  Maharineck ,  and  this  day  fpakc 
with  a  Tuskarood  Indian,  who  told  us  that  the  Eng- 
liihman  was  a  great  way  off  at  the  furtherTuskarood 
Towne,  and  wee  hired  this  Turkarood  Indian  to  run 
before ,  and  tell  his  jverrowmce  wee  intended  to  lay 
himdowne  a  prefentat  Hocomowdnamk  y  and  defired 
CO  have  him  meete  us  there  ,  and  alfo  wrote  to  that

effcft  to  the  Englilhman  in  Englifh^  Latine,  Spanrfh, 
French  and  Dutch  ,  the.  Tuskarood  promifed  in  three 
daycs  to  mcete  us  2it  Hocoma>wananck.  In  theafter- 
noone  came  two  Indians  to  our  ^Quarters ,  one  of 
whom  the  Maharinecksto\di}X^yN2i'bt\\C}Verrovfanceoi 
HocommanAnck  River ,  fcemed  very  joyfull  that  wee 
could  goe  thither  ,  and  told  us  the  Tuskarood  would 
have  come  to  us  to  trade  ,  but  that  the  iVMmakes  had 
fpoken  much  to  difliearten  them  from  having  any 
trade  with  the  Englifh^and  that  they  intended  divers 
times  to  have  come  in ,  but  were  afraid,  for  the  ivai- 
makes  had  told  them  that  the  Englifh  would  kill 
them,  or  detainc  them,  and  would  not  let  them  goe 
without  a  great  heape  of  Roanoake  middle  high  ,  to 
which  we  anfwcred  that  the  fvaimakes  durftnot  af- 
firme  any  fuch  thing  to  our  faces,  and  that  they  had 
likewife  fpoken  much  againft  the  Tn^karood  to  the 
Englifh ,  It  being  a  common  thing  amongft  them  to 
villefie  one  another ,  and  tell  nothing  but  lies  to  the 
Englifti. 

This  day  in  the  morning  the  Mahmneck  great  men 
fpake  to  heare  fome  of  our  guns  go  off :  Whereupon 
we  ftiot  two  guns  at  a  fmall  marke,  both  hitting  it, 
andatfo  great  a  diftance  of  a  hundred  paces ,  or 
more ,  that  the  Indians  admired  at  it :  And  a  little 
before  night  the  aid  King  of  Maharineck  came  to  us, 
and  told  us,that  the  people  in  the  Towne  were  afraid 
when  the  guns  went  off,  and  ran  all  away  into  the 
Woods.    This  night  alfo  we  had  much  Dancing. 

August  31.  wee  went  away  from  Mahartneck 
South  Eaft  two  miles  to  goe  over  ^^^ratff^  River, 
which  hatk  a  bottome  bctvreenc  two  high  land  fides 
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through  which  you  rauft  paflTe  to  get  ovcr^  which 
River  is  about  two  hundred  paces  broadj  and  hath  a 
high  water  marke  after  a  Frclh  of  at  leaft  twenty 
foot  perpendicular  by  the  trees  in  the  breaches  be- 
twecne  the  Riverjand  the  high  land  of  the  old  fields. 
This  River  is  the  Southerly  laft  and  maine  branch  of 
chawpan  River ,  and  was  by  us  named  fVoodfordKucr^ 
and  runs  to  the  Eaftward  of  the  South.    On   both 
fides  of  fVoodford  Ki\CT  is  very  much  exceeding  rich 
Land  5  but  cfpecially  on  the  further  fide  towards  Ho- 
comawanAnck^   Imediately  after  the  paffage  over  this 
River,  are  old  Indian  fields  of  exceeding  rich  Land/ 
that  beare  two  Crops  of  Indian  Corne  a  yeare,  and 
hath  timber  trees  above  five  foot  over^whofe  truncks 
are  a  hundred  foot  in  cleare  timbenwhich  will  make 
twenty  Cuts  of  Board  timber  a  piece  ,  and  of  thefe 
there  is  abundance. 

As  alfo  exceeding  rich  Land,  full  of  great  Reeds 
thrice  as  big  as  the  largeft  Arrow  Reeds  we  have  a- 
.bout  our  Plantations  5  this  good  Land  continues  for 
fomefix  miles  together  unto  a  great  Swampp,  and 
then  begins  a  pyny  barren  Champion  Land  with  di- 
vers Branches  and  Pecofans,  yet  very  pafleable,  run- 
ning South  and  by  Weft ,  unto  a  deepe  River  fome  a 
hundred  paces  over,  running  Southland  a  little  to  the 
Eaft,  which  River  inclofes  a  fmall  Ifland  which  wee 
named  Brervfters  Ifland,  fome  eighteene  miles  from 
fvoodfard  River  due  South,  and  by  Weft,  with  very  ex- 
ceeding rich  Land  on  both  fides  of  it  for  fome  fixe 
miles  together,  and  this  River  we  alfo  named  ^/fir- 
/?frj  River,  it  being  the  firft  branch  of  Hocomawamnck 
Riyer :  and  a  little  lower  downe  as  the  River  runs,  is 
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fuch  ariOther  River  as  chichhamtne  River  (which  is  a 
mile  broad.) 

After  we  had  paffed  over  this  River  we  travelled 
fome  twenty  miles  further  upon  a  pyny  barren 
ChampicnLand  to  Hocomaifmanck  ^iver.  South, 
^nd  by  Weft:  fome  twelve  miles  from  Brmfters  River 
wc  came  unto  a  path  running 'crofle  fome  twenty 
yards  on  each  fide  unto  two  remarkeable  Trees  ^  at 
-this  path  our  Appamattuck  Guide  made  a  flop,  and 
cleared  the  Weilerly  end  of  the  path  with  hisfoote^ 
being  demanded  the  mealing  of  ir,  he  fhewed  an  wn- 
willingneffe  to  relate  itjfighing  very  much :  Where- 
upon we  raadea  flop  untill  Ojeecker  our  other  Guide 
cameup,  and  then  ©ur  Appainatt|ick  Guide  journied 
on  ;  but  Oyeocker  at  his  comming  up  cleared  thco- 
thcr  end  of  the  path, and  prepared  himfelfe  in  a  moft 
ferious  manner  to  require  our  attentions,  atid  told  us 
that  many  yeares  (ince  their  late  great  Emperour 
jivfaclw2cam  came  thither  to  make  a  War  upon  the 
THikaroody  in  revenge  of  three  of  his  men  killed,  and 
one  wounded ,  who  efcaped,  and  brought  him  word  . 
of  the  other  three  murthered  by  the  Hocomavpananck 
Indians  for  lucre  of  the  i^:/4;'//?^/tf  they  brought  with 
them  to  trade  for  Otter  skins.  There  accompanyed 
Appachmcam  feverall  petty  Kings  that  were  undetr. 
himjanaorgft  which  there  wasoneKingof  aTowne 
called  Paifhatan^  which  had  long  ume  harboured  a 
grudge  againft  the  King  of  chavfan^  abcuc  a  ybng  wo- 
man chat  the  King  of  chairan  had  dttayncd  of  the 
King  of  Tmhatau  :  Now  it  hapned  that  the  Kir>g  of  ; 
0ja»an  was  invited  by  the  King  of  Pauhata/ndihi^ 
place  under  pretence  to  prcicnfhimwithaGuiftof 
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fomc  great  vallew  5  and  there  they  met  accordingly, 
and  the  King  of  Pawhata/i  went  to  falute  and  embrace ». 
the  King  of  cbawa/i^  and  ftroaking  of  him  after  their 
ufuall  manner ,  he  whipt  a  bow  firing  about  the 
King  oichawam  neck,  and  ftrangled  him  ;  and  how 
that  in  memoriall  of  this,  the  path  is  continued  unto 
this  day,  and  the  friends  of  the  Pa^hatans  when  they 
paffe  that  way^  cleanfe  the  Wefterly  end  of  the  path, 
and  the  friends  of  the  charipans  the  other.  And  fome 
two  miles  from  this  path  we  came  unto  an  Indian 
Grave  upon  the  Eafl  fide  of  the  path  ;  Upon  which 
Grave  there  lay  a  great  heape  of  fticks  covered  with 
greene  boughs,  we  demanded  the  reafon  of  it ,  Ojeoc- 
ker  told  us,  that  there  lay  a  great  man  of  the  chmans 
that  dyed  in  the  lame  quarrell,  and  in  honour  of  his 
memory  they  continue  greene  boughs  over  his  Grave 
to  this  day,  and  ever  when  they  goe  forth  to  Warre 
they  relate  his ,  and  others  valorous,  loyall  Acts,  to 
their  yong  men  ,  to  annimate  them  to  doe  the  like 
when  occafion  requires.    Some  foure  miles  fromHo- 
com^irananck  is  very  rich  Champian  Land:  It  was 
night  when  we  came  to  Hocomawamnck  River^and  thA* 
Indian  that  came  with  us  itom  woodfor d^iv ^r  ^  and  , 
belonged  to  Hacomarvitnmck^\vo\x\6.  have  had  us  quar- 
tered upon  the  fide  of  a  great  S  wampp  that  had  the 
advantage  of  feverall  bottomes  of  the  S  wampp  on 
both  fides  of  us ,  but  we  remioved  to  take  our  advan- 
tage for  fafety  ,  andretreate,  in  cafe  any  accident  t 
fhoyld  Iiappen,  which  at  that  time  promifed  nothing . 
but  danger,  for  our  Guides  began  to  be  doubtfull,ana  ^. 
told  us,  that  the  i/or<?w^^>fie/?r)^  Indians  were  very- 
treacherous,  and  that  they  did  not  like  their  counte- 
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ntnccs  y  andlhapc    well  5  this  place  we  named  //■ 
gnchas  Parkc-about  three  houres  after  we  had  taken 
up  our  Quarters,  fomeofthe  Inhabitants  came,  and 
brought  usroafting  cares^  and  Sturgeon,  and  the  Ho- 
taniAwanAnck  \x\6x2lx\  that  came  with  us  from  A/^oc^/brd 
River,  came  not  unto  us  untill  next  day,  but  his  way 
rowsLnce  told  us  before  wee  came  from  jvoodford^  hee 
could  not  come  untill  that  day  at  niglu.  The  next  day 
morning  after  our  comming  to  Hocomavpananck  the  In- 
habitants feemed  to  prepare  lis  a  houfe :  But  we  a- 
bout  eight  of  the  clock  fet  forward  to  goe  view  the 
'  place  where  they  killed  Sturgeon  ^  which  was  fome 
fix  miles  from  ihe  place  where  we  quartered  by  Pjan- 
(has  Parke,  where  there  is  a  River  Running  very  deep 
South,,  exceeding  deepe,  and  foure  hundred  paces 
broad.  The  high  water  markeof  this  River  between 
both  fides  of  the  River  f)erpcndicular5from  the  top  of 
tJ.c  Banck  to  the  River,is  forty  five  foot  upon  a  frefh; 
this  River  was  by  us  nsuncdBlar/dim^ixLT :  from  Py- 
4^nchas  Parke  to  the  place  where  they  kill  Sturgeon  is 
fix  miles  up  the  River  running  Northerly,  and  all  ex- 
ceeding rich  Land  :   Both  upwards  and  do wne wards 
upon  the  Rivcr,,at  this  place  where  they  kill  Sturge- 
on alfo  are  the  Falls ,  and  at  the  foot  of  thelc  Falls  al- 
fo  lies  two  Iflands  in  a  great  Bay ,  the  uppermoft 
whereof  Mr.  Blande  named  chartes  Illand,  and  the 
lowermoft  Captaine  froorf  named  Berkeley  Ifland  :  on 
the  further  fide  of  thcfe  Iflands  the  Bay  runs  naviga- 
ble by  the  two  Iflands  fides  :  rW/f 5  Ifland  is  three 
miles  broad,  and  foure  miles  long,  and  Berkeley  Ifland 
almoft  as  big,  both  in  a  manner  impregnable ,  by  na- 
gxre being  fortified  with  high  Clefts  ot  Rocky  Stone, 
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and  hardly  paflcable  ,  without  a  way  cut  through 
them,  and  confifts  all  of  exceeding  rich  Land ,  and 
cleare  fields ,  wherein  growes  Canes  of  a  foot  about, 
and  of  one  ycares  growth  Canes  that  a  reafonablc 
hand  can  hardly  fpan  y  and  the  Indians  told  us  they 
were  very  fwect,  and  that  at  fome  time  of  the  yearc 
they  did  fuck  them,  and  eate  them,  and  of  thole  wc 
brought  fome  away  with  us.  The  Land  over  againft 
Charles  Ifland  we  named  Blonds  Difcovery ,  and  the 
Land  over  againft  Berkeley  Ifland  we  named  fro^i^ 
journy ,  and  at  the  lower  end  of  Charles  Ifland  lies  a 
-  Bay  due  South  from  the  faid  Ifland ,  fo  fpatious  that 
we  could  not  fee  the  other  fide  of  it:this  bay  we  name- 
ed  Pennants  Bay  ,  and  in  the  River  between  Charles  I- 
fland,  and  the  maine  Land  lies  a  Rocky  Point  in  the 
River,  which  Point  comes  out  oi Charles  Ifland ,  and 
runs  into  the  middle  of  the  Riventhis  Point  wc  name- 
ed  Sreopfiers  Point,  and  at  this  Point  only ,  and  no  o- 
thcr  is  there  any  place  pafleable  into  Charles  Ifland, 
and  this  Brenpfiers  Point  runs  not  quite  from  charhs 
Ifland  to  the  maine  Land,but  when  you  come  off  the 
maine  Land  to  the  Rivers  fide,  you  rauft  wade  about 
fifty  paces  to  come  upon  the  Point ,  and  if  you  miffc 
the  Point  on  either  fide,  up  or  downe  the  River,  you 
muft  fwim,and  the  River  runs  very  fwift.  Some  three 
miles  from  the  River  fide  over  againft  Charles  Ifland 
is  a  place  of  feverall  grett  heapes  of  bones,aild  hecre 
the  Indian  belonging  to  ^Ai/?^/^;*  River  that  went  a- 
long  with  us  to  the  Fals,  fat  downe,and  feemed  to  be 
much  difcontented ,  infomuch  that  he'flied  teares  5 
Wc  demanded  why  thofc  bones  were  piled  up  fo  cu- 
lioufly }  OjeocHcr  told  us^  that  at  this  pl^ce  Appdchd^ 
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V/i;^<>  one  morning  with  400.  raen  trcachcroufly  flew 
240,  of  the  EUndtna^  River  Indians  in  revenge  of  three 
greatmen  flaine  by  them  J  and  the  place  we  named 
Cvl^otha  y  as  wc  vvcrc.  going  to J?/j/xA'/;4  River  \vc^ 
fpake  to  Oyocher  oiir  Guiue  to  lead  us  the  way ,  and 
he  would  not  5  but  asked  our  Appamattuck  Guide 
why  wc  did  not  get  us  gone/or  the  Inhabitants  were 
jealous  of  usj  and  angry  with  us,  and  that  the  Runner 
we  fent  to  the  Tf^^4/Oo«!' would  not  come  at  the  day 
appointed,  nor  his  King,  but  ran  another  way ,  and 
told  the  Indians  that  we  came  to  cut  them  off- where* 
upon  our  Appamattuck  Guide  ftepped  forth  ,  and 
frowning  faid ,  come  along,  we  will  go  fee  th.e  Falls 
and  fo  led  the  way,  and  alio  told  us  that  the  jvoodjord 
Indians  lied,  and  that  Indian  that  came  to  us,  which 
the  Woodford  Indian  faid  was  the  King  of  BUiidtna  Ri- 
ver, was  not  xh^Werrovpance  oiBlandim  River;  where- 
upon we  refolved  to  return  (having  named  the  whole 
Continent  New-  Brittaine  )  another  way  into  our  old 

Eath  that  led  to  Breu^ers  River,  and  fliot  off  no  guns 
ecaufe  of  makme  a  commotion  ,  and  adding  to  the 
Natives  feares..  At  Blandina  River  we  had  fome  dif- 
courfe  with  our  Appamattuck  Guide  concerning  that 
River,  who  told  us  that  that  Branch  of  ^/^/^^W^  River 
ran  a  great  way  up  into  the  Country ;  and  that  about 
three  dayes  journy  further  to  the  South- Weft,  there 
was  a  far  greater  Branch  fo  broad  that,  a  man  could 
hardly  fee  over  it ,  and  bended  it  fclfe  to  the  North- 
ward above  the  head  of  J^w^s  River,  unto  the  foot 
of  the  great  Mountaines,  on  which  River  there  lived 
many  people  upwards,  being  the  Occonacheam  and  the 
y^Bmich  >  an4  that  wiierc  feme  of  the  Occonachean$ 
'  Uvcd^ 


lived,  there  is  an  Ifland  within  the  River  three  daycs 
journy  abour^  which  is  of  a  very  rich  and  fertile  foile, 
and  chat  the  upper  uid  of  the  Ifland  is  fordablc  ,  not 
above  kneedccpe  ,  of  aft©nybottome ,  running  very 
fwifc  5  and  the  other  fide  very  deepe  and  navigable  ; 
•    AUo  we  found  many  ot  the  people  of  Blandina  River 
to  have  beards,  and  both  there^and  at  fi^oodfordRivQt 
we  faw  many  very  old  men,  and  that  the  Climate  ac- 
cording to  our  opinionsvvas  far  more  temperate  then, 
ours  oi  rirgirJay^nd  the  Inhabitants  full  of  Children^ 
they  alfo  told  us  that  at  the  bottome  of  the  River  was 
great  heapes  of  Salt  j  and  we  faw  among  them  Cop- 
per,and  were  informed  that  they  tip  their  pipes  with 
filver,  of  which  fome  have  been  brought  intathis 
Country ,  and  'tis  very  probable  that  tliere  may  be 
Gold,  and  other  Mettals  amongft  the  hils. 

Sevtemier  i.  About  noone  from  Woods  Journey 
wee  travelled  fome  fixe  miles  North  Eaft ,  unto  the 
old  Path  that  leads  to  Breifflers  River  :  within  night 
we  quartered  on  the  other  fide  of  it ,  and  kept  good 
watch ;  this  Path  runncs  from  Woods  Journey  north 
and  by  Eaft,  and  due  Norths 

September  i.  In  the  morning  about  eight  of  the 
clockc,  as  every  one  was  mounted,  came  to  our  quar- 
ters Occonmfquayy  fonne  to  the  Tuskarood  King,  and 
another  Indian  whom  he  told  was  a  fverrowance^  and 
his  Kinfeman,  with  the  Runner  which  wee  had  fent 
to  the  Tuskarood  King^  who  was  to  meet  us  at^/tf«- 
dim  River  that  nighty  the  Kings  fonne  told  us  that  the 
Englifli  man  would  be  at  his  houfe  that  night,a  great 
way  oft  s  and  would  have  had  us  gone  backe  with 
tinubut  wc  would  not,  and  appointed  him  to  mecre 


US  at  fvoodford  River  where  hee  came  not  ^  wee 
having  fomc  fufpition  that  hee  came  from  fvood- 
fordKisQT  that  night  ,  and  that  our  Runner  had 
not  becxie  where  we  had  fent  him ,  through  fomc 
information  of  our  Nottaway  guide ,  which  after- 
wards proved  true,  by  the  Relation  of  the  werravpance 
oi  Blandtna  River ,  whom  about  fowre  howres  after 
wee  had  parted  with  the  Kings  fon,  wee  met  on  the 
way  comming  from  jvocdford  River  with  a  company 
of  men,  thinking  he  fhould  have  found  us  at  Blandinik 
River  that  night,  according  to  his  order  and  promife  5 
with  whom  falling  into  difcourfe,  he  told  us  that  the 
King  of  the  Ttukareods  fon,  and  our  Runner  were  the 
night  before  at  Woodford  River  ^  but  the  Kings  fon  told 
us  ne  came  from  J5/^W//?^  River  ,  and  beyond,  and 
hearing  we  were  gone  before  he  came  ,  he  had  tra- 
velled all  flight  from  ^Z^;^^/;^^  River  to  overtake  us. 
This  day  about  Noone  we  came  to  ^voodfor d  Ki\cr 
Towne  ,  and  tarried  there  that  night  j  we  found  the 
old  ff^errowance  ,  and  all  his  great  men  gone ,  yet  had 
courteous  quarter  j  but  not  without  great  grounds  of 
fufpition ,  and  figncs  that  they  were  angry  at  us :  at 
our  coming  back  iOfVoodfordAivQT  we  had  informa- 
tion that  fome  Spies  of  fvainoake  had  been  there  a  lit- 
tlebefore  we  came,  and  that  the  King  of  miimake  and 
Chountertmnte  had  fent  Runners  to  all  the  Nations 
thereabouts,  informing  them  that  the  Englifti  were 
come  to  cut  them  oif,  which  we  lirppofed  to  be  fome 

Eteatcr  Polititians  then  Indian  Confultations,  who 
ad  fomc  private  ends  to  themfelves,  and  minded  Did- 
thing  lefle  then  a  publick  goodjfor  we  found  that  thi 
Ruuoer  whom  we  imployed  to  carry  pur  meflage  to 
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the  Tfukdrof^dKin^ytan  to  the  pyay/soakeSyandhe  whom 
the  ivoodford  Indians  told  us  was  the  werrowance  of 
Handtna  River,  was  a  fvoodford  Indian^  and  no  werrow 
AMe^,  but  done  of  purpofq  toget  fomcthing  our  of  us, 
and  we  had  information  that  at  that  time''therc  were 
other  Englifh  amongft  the  Indians. 

September  3.  By  breake  of  day  we  journied  from 
fVoodford  River  to  a  path  fome  eight  miles  above  Pen- 
nants Mount  running  Nortb,  and  by  Eaftand  Nortl^. 
North  5  Eaft ,  which^was  done  by  the  advice  of  our 
Appamattuck  Guide,  who  told  us  that  he  was  infor- 
med that  fome  plots  might  be  aftcd  againft  us ,  if  we 
returned  the  way  that  we  came,  for  we  told  chounte- 
rounte  we  would  returnc  the  fame  way  againe :  And 
this  information  our  Guide  told  us  he  had  from  a  wo- 
man that  was  his  Sweet-heart  belonging  to  ^Wforrf 
River,  This  day  we  paffed  over  very  much  rich,  red, 
fat,  marie  Land,  betweene  w?()^oyrf  River Towne, 
and  the  head  oi Pennants  Mount ,  with  divers  Indian 
fields  ;   the  head  of  which  River  abounds  much  with 
great  Rocks,  of  Stone,and  is  two  hundred  paces  over, 
and  hath  a  fmall  Ifland  in  it  named  Sackfords  Ifland, 
Betweene  Pennants  Mount  River  head ,  and  the  head 
of  Farmers  Chafe  River  i«  very  much  exceeding  ricb^ 
red,  fat,  marie  Land,and  Nottaway  and  Schockoores  old/ 
fields,  fora  matter  of  fixe  miles  together  all  the  trees 
are  blowne  up  or  dead :  Heere  it  began  to raine ,  and 
fome  fix  miles  further  wc  tookc  up  our  quarters,  and 
it  proved  a  very  wet  night.    At  the  firft  other  Notta^ 
v^Ay  old  fieJds ,  we  found  the  Inhabitants  much  per- 
plexed a^ouc  a  gua  that  went  off  to  the  WcftwarJ 
of  them ,  the  ni^Tu  before  wee  came  thichcr ,  which 
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our  Appamatruck  Guide  conceived  were  the  W^inoake  Spies, 
fccoutth:retoprcve'ncour  journyings ,  and  we  tound  feverall 
Agers  about  the  place  where  the  Indians  told  us  the  gun  went  off. 
Stptemb.  4.  About  8  of  the  Clock  wc:  travelled  North,  North- 
'^i^i  fomeiix  miles,  unto  the  head  of  Farnaers  Chafe  River,where 
vrt  were  forced  to  fwimm  our  hprfcs  over,  by  retfon  of  the  great 
rain  that  fell  that  night  ►  which  otherwifewith^a  little  labour 
may  be  made  very  paflable.    At  this  place  is  very  great  Rocky 
ftones,  fit  to  aiake  Mill-tlones,  with  very  rich  tracksof  Land,  and 
in  forne  places  between  the  head  of  Farmers  Chafe  River  and 
Black  water  Lake,  is  ground  that  gives  very  probable  proofe  of 
an  fron^or  (ome  other  rich  Mi:ie.    Some  fixrecn  miles  from  Far- 
mers Chafe, North,  and  by  Eaft^and  North,  North  Eali lies  Black 
water  Lake,  which  hath  Yery  much  r.ch  land  a'^ouc  it,  and  with 
little  labour  will  be  made  very  pafiable.    From  Black  water  Lake 
we  did  travcll  to  the  old  fields  of  (Jli^«V  7{jSrtteicks,3ind  from 
thence fome  1 2 miles  N.N  Eaft  we  came  uncoForc  Henry  a- 
beut  thedofcof  theBvcning,  all  well  and  in  good  healch,  not- . 
v^ithftapding  from  the  time  we  had  fpoken  with  Ck'^M*t/erou»te 
at  Pennanfs  Mount,  we  every  night  kept  a  ftrickt  watch ,  having 
our  Swords  girt,  and  our  Gans  and  Piftols  by  us,  for  the  Indians 
every  night  where  we  lay,  k^pt  a  ftrift  guard  upon  us.
